Reardon, shot in the back of the 
neck when driving his automobile 
on Clayton road, east of Lindbergh 
boulevard, Feb. 8, suffered fatal 
injuries when his machine plunged 
down an embankment. The D'Arcy 
boy also died of injuries. Mary 
was cut and bruised in the crash 
and was released from St. Louis 
County Hospital the same day.

After probing the wound and 
finding no foreign body in it, Dr. 
tchlow ordered an X-ray made 
of the arm, Dr. Lohr said. The 
picture showed nothing. 

“There were no powder burns 
around the wound on her outer 
arm,” Dr. Lohr “and the 
wound under her arm apparently 
was in a fold of skin and did not 
bleed, so it was missed. Of course, 
hindsight is better than foresight, 
but our men here are not criminal 
investigators.

Dr. Lohr said he believed the 
bullet in the back wound caused 
some pain. Mary did not complain 
of it at the hospital, he said. 

“Dr, Critchlow was handicap 
in his examination of the girl,“

fused to remove her brassiere dur- 
ing the examination. In the auto- 
mobile accident, she suffered quite 
a few minor injuries and it is 
quite possible that she did not 
know she was shot.”

Workers in the Centralia Coal Co. 
‘mine from which bodies are now 
being removed begged Gov, Dwight 
H. Green of Illinois more than a 
year ago to “please save our lives” 
by making the State Department 
of Mines and Minerals enforce 
safety regulations in the mine, 

The miners told the Governor 
they feared a disastrous dust ex- 
plosion, it was disclosed today by 
Local 52, United Mine Workers of 
America, 

The miners pleaded for the Gov- 
ernor’s help in a letter dated 
March 3, 1946, The four signers of 
the letter all were in the mine 
when the explosion occurred, Wil- 
liam BE, Rowekamp, recording sec- 
retary of the local, was brought 
out alive a few minutes after the 
blast. The second signer, Elmer 
Moss, was killed, his body having 
been brought out last night. The 
other two signers, Jake Schmidt, 
president, and Thomas Bush, are 
still unaccounted for. 

Committee's Letter

“Dear Governor Green: 

“We, the officers of Local Union 
No. 52, UMWA, have been in-

CENTRALIA, III., March 27 
— Hope virtually was aban- 
doned today for the 76 men 
still trapped in the Centralia 
Coal Co. mine as 18 additional 
bodies were brought to the 
surface, bringing the number 
of bodies recovered to 35. 

Rescue workers expected a 
total death toll of 111. stating 
the men still in the mine had 
%no chance at all.“ 

With about half of the mine 
passageways already explored, 
some of which are nearly four 
miles longy,-mesgue workers 
said they had seen no indica- 
tion that any of the miners 
had barricaded themselves 
against the spreading gasses 
which followed Tuesday's ex- 


plosion. 


All of the 31 survivors of the 
disaster were removed in the first 
few hours hours after the explo- 
sion. Only bodies were removed 
yesterday and today. Sixteen 
bodies were removed last nigitt. 
One miner's body had been re 
moved soon after the blast. 

Relatives Still Have Hope. . 

The prediction that the death 
toll would reach 111 was made by 
William E. Rowekamp, rescue 
leader and recording secretary of 
the Centralia local of the AFL | 
United Mine Workers of America, | 
Other rescue workers agreed that 
it was 
any of the men remaining in the 
mine would be brought out alive, 
although relatives of the missing 
men continued to hope. Rescue 
work went on at top speed at 
“Mine No, 5” at the little town of 
Wamac, about two miles south of 
Centralia, which is 65 miles east 
of St. Louis. 

There were 142 miners in the 


explosion. If the death toll stands 

at 111 it will be ‘the worst mine 
disaster in the nation for 19 years, 

since 195 men lost their lives at 

Mather, Pa., in 1928. 

A heavy snow fell over the 
grim, waiting families of the min- 
ers as the 
bodies were removed from the 
shaft this morning. The crowd 
had dwindled, as hope waned with 
every passing hour. 


Bodies were placed in ambue 
lances and sped to the garage 
nearby which had been converted 
into a temporary morgue. Ther 
the wives, daughters, sons and 
brothers of the missing miners. 
gathered to try to identify the. 
bodies. — 

Among those who waited at the 
mine was Fred W. Busse, a St 
Louis city electrician who lives 
at 5257 Theodosia avenue, St.

ASSETS IN AUSTRIA 


Says He'll Consider Pro- 
posal for Defining 
Property Nazis Seized 
After Anschluss.

MOSCOW, March 27 (AP) — 
Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov agreed tonight to con- 
sider—as a basis for discussion— 
a French proposai to define Ger- 
man assets in Austria. This raised 
hope that the Council of Foreign 
Ministers might untangle this 
major complication in the fram- 
ing of Austria's treaty. 

The Russians up to now have 
held that any German assets in 
the eastern zone of Austria be- 
longed to them without question, 
and that no definition was neces- 
sary of just what these assets 
were, 

In the council session the Amer- 
ican, British and French minis- 
ters maintained there was no 
question of depriving the Russians 
of legitimate German assets, but 
said a precise definition was 
needed since the Germans had 
seized much property in Austria 
after the anschluss without pay- 
ment to either the Austrians or 
other owners, 


Stand by Marshall. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall said it still is the view 
of the United States that the Al- 
lied Control Council has control 
of German external assets. He 
pointed out that the situation in 
Austria is different from that in 
other satellite nations since the 
Germans seized property there of 
United Nations and Austria over 
a long period and these could not 
be considered as rman assets. 

Molotov submitted a compromise 
proposal which American author- 
ities said, unofficially they con- 
sidered unacceptable. The Amer- 
icans said Molotov's proposed deti- 
nition was not sufficiently spe- 
cific and still would allow exten- 
sive removals of so-called Ger- 
man assets which in the Ameri- 
can and British view were not 
properly so classified, and the re- 
moval of which would be detri- 
mental to Austria, 

Previous Note to Marshall. 

Molotov previously rejected Mar- 
shall’s proposal for creation of 
arbitration machinery to settle dis- 
putes arising from the definition 
argument. In a note to Marshall 
last night, he contended German 
assets already had been defined 
by the Allied Control Council, and 
no arbitration machinery was 
necessary, 

After strong opposition by Mar- 
shall, Molotov today dropped his 
proposal that Yugoslavia and Italy 
be invited here to discuss the re- 
port of the financial commission 
on Trieste. Marshall asserted it 
would be a waste of the ministers’ 
time. 

Earlier, the Austrian Foreign 
Minister, Dr. Karl Gruber, con- 
ferred for 40 minutes with Molo- 
tov. Emerging from the con- 
ference, Gruber said he had been 
encouraged about the prospects of 
getting a completed Austrian 
treaty during the Moscow confer- 
ence of the council. He said he 
thought that “the Soviet Govern- 
ment wants to get a treaty.

WASHINGTON, March 27—John 
L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, is re-

He and his associates have let 
it be known, however, that he will 
charge that both federal and state 
mine Inspectors were grossly re- 
miss in permitting the mine to 
operate under hazardous condi- 
tions known at least as far back 
as 1945 when a Federal Bureau of 
ee inspector examined the 
mine, 


Lewis told the Post-Dispatch he 
had “no comment at this time” on 
the Centralia catastrophe. He said 
he would make a statement at a 
later date, but would not indicate 
when his statement might be 
forthcoming. 


It can be taken for granted that 
the statement will come at a stra- 
tegic moment for Lewis. The 
Centralia disaster provided him 
with a powerful argument in sup- 
port of the controversial miners’ 
welfare fund, 


Use of Welfare Fund: 


Associates of Lewis said that if 
the fund were now in operation it 
would be used to supplement the 
meager payments which families 
of the dead miners can expect 
from workmen's compensation 
benefits. They calculate these at 
$4800 to $6600, the amount varying 
on the basis of the number of de- 
pendents of the miners. 


Such benefits would go to the 
widows and children of the min- 
ers who were killed. The welfare 
fund, established by a five-cent- 
a-ton royalty on coal mined and 
accumulating since last May, now 
amounts to about $15,000,000, but 
has not been operative because 
the third trustee has not been 
selected. Even after he is named, 
there will be months of delay be- 
fore any payments can be made, 
because no detailed plan for dis 
tributing it has been formulated. 

In explanation of Lewis's silence 
at this time, one of his associates 
said the union did not have com- 
plete information on the details 
of the Centralia disaster. 

Lewis May Have More to Say. 

He noted that a Senate commit- 
tee will make an investigation and 
that an Illinois state grand jury 
will also inquire into the matter. 
He indicated that when all the 
facts are in hand Lewis will have 
a great deal to say about the sit- 
uation.

LONDON, March 27 (UP) —

“It is a sort of super unfinished 
symphony,” the 90-year-old Shaw 
told an Evening News reporter. 
“IT shall leave it to some future 
Bernard Shaw to finish. Provi- 
sionally you may call it ‘Piffle.’” 

He hoped that the play would 
be performed at next year’s Mal- 
vern festival, “unless I burn it 
first.” 

“It is not a very great produc- 
tion,” he said. “People must not 
expect another ‘St. Joan’.”

A resolutior by Brooks, calling 
for an investigation by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Public Lands. 
was adopted yesterday, but before 
its adoption, was amended by 
Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, to provide for inquiry into 
the responsibility of state and lo- 
cal officials, as well as of the fed- 
eral inspection service. 


Text of Resolution. 


The resolution, adopted be voice 
vote, and including the Barkley 
amendments, is: 

“Resolved, that the committee 
on Pubjic Lands, or any duly 
authorized subcommittee there- 
of, is authorized and directed to 
make a full and complete in- 
vestigation of the mine explo- 
sion which occurred at the Cen- 
tralia Coal Mine Number 5, 
Wamac, III., on March 25, 1947, 
with a view to determining the 
cause of such explosion, whether 
all mine safety requirements 
and provisions, federal or local, 
were being observed, and wheth- 
er adequate inspection was be- 
ing maintained. 

“The committee shall report 
its findings to the Senate as 
soon as possible, including its 
findings as to the negligence, 
if any, of any agency or official 
of the United States or of any 
state, governmental boy, or 
any other person er corporation 
in connection with such ex- 
pPlosion. 

“The expenses of the commit- 
‘tee under this resolution, which 
shall not exceed $5000, shall be 
paid from the contingent fund

He enumer- 
ated injuries suffered in the auto- 
mobile crash, the jolting received 
in the accident, realization that 
her father had been shot, the fact 
that she had been shot and ex- 
posure in the cold following the 
accident. He said symptoms fre- 
quently do not show the extent 
of shock suffered, 

Asked on cross-examination if 
he had reported the finding of 
the bullet in Mary’s back to au- 
thorities, Dr. Meinhardt said he 
had not as he understood the ex- 
amination was being made under 
court order.

He said he found blood on the 
edge of the sweater hole and that 
chemical analysis showed it was 
type “O” blood. Chemical and 
microscopic tests on the hole in 
the coat showed the presence of 
nitrates and nitrates of gun- 
powder, he said. 

He then told of tests on a model 
sleeve made of material similar 
in color and texture to the red 


used in the shooting. He said he 
fired four shots into the sleeve, 
two from a distance one and a 
half inches away, and two with 
the barrel directly against the 
fabric. 

Comparing results with the hole 
in the coat, he found the condi- 
tion of the holes in the model 
sleeve, caused by the shots direct- 
ly against the fabric, identical 
with that on Mary’s coat sleeve, 
he said, 

Morris showed the witness the 
pistol used in the tests and also 
the one identified by the state as 
having beén used in the shooting. 
Dr. Gradwohl said both were 
Mausers of .625 caliber. and of 
similar construction. 

Dr. Gradwohl cited as qualifi- 
cation for his testimony his 16 
years’ service as former Coroner’s 
physician in St. Louis, in which 
time, he said, he examined many 
gunshot wounds. Asked for an 
opinion of the bullet wound in 
Reardon’s head, based on what 
he had heard of the wound, the 
witness said it would be impos-

There was an 
opening a half-inch long in a fold 
of flesh under the right armpit, 
he stated. * 

X-rays revealed a bullet in 
Mary’s back, lodged between the 
seventh and eighth right ribs, Dr. 
Meinhardt testified. He identified 
photographs of the wounds and 
the X-rays he had made. 

Shows Where Bullet Is. 
At this point Morris asked the 


doctor to step down and demon- 


strate where the bullet is lodged 
in Mary's back. Assisted by her 
attorney, Mary first rolled up the 
sleeve of her sweater, showing the 
mark on her upper arm, and then 


rolled up the right side of the 


sweater as Dr. Meihhardt felt for 
the bullet. She reached with her 
left hand to indicate the exact 
spot and Dr. Meinhardt told the 
jury, “I feel something abnormal 
here.” 

Testimony by Dr. Meinhardt 
brought out that the wound could 
have been caused by a .625-caliber 
bullet; that the bullet was fired 
on a horizontal line and that had 
Mary's right arm been in a differ- 
ent position the bullet would have 
entered the lung, causing a proba- 
ble fatal wound. Dr. Meinhardt 
told the jury that his examination 
showed also that Mary has not 
had relations with boys. 

Morris told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Mary did not know 
she had been shot until X-rays 
revealed the bullet. He explained 
that his curiosity was aroused by 
the hole in her coat, and the 
corresponding wound in her arm. 
When an examination of Rear- 
don’s wrecked automobile failed 
to disclose a bullet hole, Morris 
decided on X-rays, he said. In 
his opening statement he told the 
jury that County Hospital phys- 
icians saw the wound in the girl’s 
arm, and X-rayed it, but that he 
would prove by testimony that 
they did not see the wound in 
the armpit. 

Tells of Finding Pistol. 

Marcellus. Bax, a farm worker 
of Chesterfield, Mo., testified for 
the defense that when he assisted 
in removing Reardon from the 
automobile a pistol fell out of the 
front seat and struck his foot.

Research Institute Finds 
Increase Is Not Re- 
quired at Present Sal- 
ary Levels. 


A conclusion that no addition 
to the present school tax rate is 
required at this time to finance 
the operation of the city’s public 
schools at present salary levels 
was announced today by the Gove 
ernmental Research Institute. 

The institute, a privately sup- 
ported fact-finding agency, had 
been invited to study school fi- 
nances after the failure at the 
polls last Merch 7 of a proposed 
25-cent increase in the tax rate to 
provide operating funds. 

Also defeated at the time were 
two other propositions calling for 
a $10,000,000 bond issue for emer- 
gency building funds and an addi- 
tional 10-cent increase in the rate 
to provide funds for a long-range 
building program, Victor Brannon, 
director of the institute, said. the 
organization’s previous approval 
of the latter propositions was not 
affected by the current report, 

The institute’s report will be 
considered this afternoon by the 
Board of Education’s bond and 
tax committee which will decide 
whether to resubmit the first tax 
increase proposition in a smaller 
amount or drop it altogether. 

Sentiment of the committee at 
previous meetings indicated the 
bond issue and 10-cent tax in- 
crease for building funds would 
be resubmitted without change, 
probably some time early in May. 

The report states that present 
salaries can be continued along 
with the $250 cost-of-living bonus. 
“Even with the expansion of the 
teaching force and other person-

BASES IN GREECE FORECAST 


Tsaldaris, However, Denies Any Overtures

ATHENS, March 27— That the 
United States has made any over- 
tures toward obtaining naval bases 
in Greece has just been denied by 
Greek Foreigh Minister Constantin 
Tsaldaris. 

However, informed quarters 
here continue to prophesy that 
such a proposal will eventually be 
forthcoming. The island of Crete 
is mentioned as the most likely 
spot to be sought for such a site. 

A second possibility would be 
Corfu in the Adriatic off the 
Greek-Albanian border, Corfu has 
a good harbor. 

Predicated on the expected Amer- 
ican financial aid, the deal prob- 
ably would envisage a 99-year lease 


similar to those negotiatéd in the 
destroyer-for-bases swap with 


Great Britain during the war, 


which gave the United States bases 
on Trinidad and other Caribbean 
islands. - 

The need for United States bases 
for its Mediterranean fleet is ob- 
vious. The ships of squadrons in 
these waters appear likely to be- 
come homelese shortly.

been making their headquarters 
chiefly at Naples, but that ar- 
rangement is likely to end with 
the ratification of the Italian 
peace treaty. 
Crete Seems Best Choice. 
From the viewpoint of naval 
strategy, Crete seems the only 
feasible location for a United 
States base in Greek territory. 
The Port of Salonika, in north- 
ern Greece, is only about 50 miles 
from both the Bulgarian and Yu; 


gosiav borders. By ita geograph- 
ical poaition it would be in dan- 
ger of easy capture if trouble 
broke out.

In normal times, such action 
usually ig taken by the state 
department involved, How- 
ever, it was pointed out that’ 
the mines now are under sei- 
zure by Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Krug—and as head of the 
Centralia mine some argue he 
could have shut it down.

Under the expanded program 
the society will extend its health 
educational facilities and other 
services to the increasing num- 
ber of tuberculosis families found 
in its free mass X-ray project 
being conducted in the city and 
county, Roy said. So far 889 
actual and suspicious cases of 
tuberculosis have been reported. 
The new program will operate in 


this group as well as in the group| 
of 438 additional cases of chest 
diseases. 
The services offered include 
a and guidance in medi- 
cal, social and economic problems 
arising in these families, Roy 
said. The society’s specially 
trained workers coordinate their 
services with all welfare agencies, 
public and private, in the city and 
county.

A move to stave off all anti- labor 
legislation until next year was 
made in the House yesterday by 
Representative Howard Elliott of 
St. Louis county. A resolution he 
introduced to create a commission 
to study labor problems before ac- 
tion was taken on pending labor 
bills is in line with the strategy 
of the labor lobby. . 

Senate and House leaders who 


bor bills were quick to say that 
Elliott was acting entirely on his 
own account and that they had 
not been consulted about the res- 


Speaker Murray E. Thompson 
and Representative R. J. King Jr., 
authors of the bill to prohibit 
strikes in public utilities, said 
they intended to proceed with the 
legislation. 

Purposes of Commission. 

That the 2 up of a com- 
mission to make the study was in- 
tended to delay action on the bills 
before the legislative recess, which 
is expected to start in June and 
continue until next January, is 
evident from the language of the 
resolution, which set out as the 
reason for its introduction this 
paragraph: 

“There being pending here a 
series of bills dealing with the 
subject of employer-employe rela- 
tions, concerning the disposition 
of which the Assembly should have 
the fullest’ amount of information 
and the most expert advice avail- 
able on the subject,” therefore a 
commission should be established. 

The resolution, provides that the 
report of the commission shall be 
filed with the Governor and the 
presiding officers of the two 
houses not later than Sept. 1. It 
is virtually certain there will be 
no session of the Legislature then 
or after that until next January. 
The proposed commission would 
consist of 11 members, three rep- 
resenting organized labor, one se- 
lected by the A. F. of L., one by 
the CIO and one by the Governor 
from a panel of names submitted 
by independent unions including 
the railroad brotherhoods. There 
would be three representing in- 
dustry to be selected by the asso- 
ciated industries, and three rep- 
resenting the public, named by the 
Governor from “persons of out-

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27— 
Appointment of members of the 


St. Louis Board of Education by 
the Mayor of St. Louis, under a 
system similar to the nonpartisan 
court provisions of the state Con- 
stitution for the selection of 
judges, is provided in a bill intro- 
duced late yesterday in the House. 
The board members now are 
elected. 

The bill, offered by Representa- 
tives Fred Columbo and Joseph 
W. Murphy of St. Louis, would 
revise completely the method of 
choosing the board members. 

Present members of the board 
would serve until expiration of 
their terms, under the bill, Each 
vacancy occurring then would be 
filled by appointment by the 
Mayor, from a list of three nomi- 
nees submitted by a nonpartisan 
educational commission. 

This three-member commission 
would include two directing offi- 
cers of different universities or 
colleges in St. Louis, to be selected 
by the Mayor. The third member 
would be appointed by the presid- 
ing judge of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court. Length of terms of the 
commission members would be 
fixed by the Mayor. 

After an appointment of a 
Board of Education member had 
been made by the Mayor from 
the nominees submitted by the 
commission, the appointee would 
serve until the next general elec- 
tion. If he desired to succeed him- 
self he would be required to file 
a declaration of candidacy, sub- 
ject to a vote in that general elec- 
tion, on the question of whether 
he should be retained in office for 
a full term. 

The bill would prohibit members 
of the Board of Education from 
taking part in any political cam- 
paign, from holding any office in 
a political party or organization, 
and from directly or indirectly 
making a contribution of funds to 
any political party. g 

Nonpartisan court provisions of 
the Constitution provide for ap- 
pointment by the Governor of 
judges of the state ‘Appellate 
courts and the Circuit and Pro- 
bate courts of the City of St. 
Lopis and Jackson county, from 
lists of nominees selected by judi- 
cial commissions. 

Appointees, after serving a full 
year, are subject to ratification by 
the voters for retention in office 
for a full term,

F American resources keep royalist Greece from bile down the 
drain, something more than strategic. advantage will come out of 
The par value of a lot of Greek tabs in Britain will take 


a turn for the better and a gleam of hope will appear for the first 
time in years in the faces of British creditors. 


Greece is head over heels in debt 
to the British and other European 
creditors. The public debt in 1940 
was nearly 53,000,000,000 drachmar, 
or more than $300,000,000. Thir 
was approximately four times the 
annual revenue. 

From 1908 until the beginning of 
World War II an international 
financial commission, made up of 
representatives of Britain, France 
and Italy, collected Greek v- 
enues from certain government 
monopelies, from the stamp tax 
and from the import duties at the 
port of Piraeus for “servicing” the 
external debt. 0 


In 1939 this creditors’ commis- 
sion, in which Britain had the ma- 
jor interest, collected nearly 5,000,- 
000,000 drachmae ($35,000,000) by 
getting first take from these rev- 
enue sources. This amounted to 
more than one-third of the rev- 
enue of the Greek Government. 


Poor Investment Now. 
Financial chaos in post-war 
Greece already has destroyed most 
of the prospects of Greese's credi- 
tors in Britain and other coun- 
tries. The drachma, valued at 
about 150 to the dollar in 1939, is 
now exchanged at 5000 to the dol- 
lar. 

Greece's peonage really began 
as an emotional affair when the 
British first became devoted to the 
Greeks nearly 125 years ago, but, 
like many human relationshi 
that start on a high plane, money 
soon became an important part of 
the British-Greek friendship, and 
has remained so to this day. 

The United States, too, was 
emotionally stirred by the Greek 
fight for independence, but this. 
admiration was never translated’ 
into financial support. 

Members of Congress, who have 
begun a critical inspection of the 
blighted property, are in for a 
befuddling experience. Unless Paul 
Porter, the President's special in- 
vestigator in Greece, has brought 
back the figures, they will find 
little clear information about the 
present state of Greek economic 
affairs. The writer has been un- 
able to find anyone, either at the 
State Department or the, Greek 


embassy with a copy of the cur- 
rent Greek national budget. 
Number on Payroll. 

There is conflicting evidence 
even as to the size of the Greek 
civil service. American reporters 
in Greece say there are about 
180,000 civil servants. A spokes- 
man at the Greek embassy says 
this figure is high. He estimates, 
however, that the total may be 
around 130,000. 

Whatever the number living off 
the public payroll in Greece—in 
addition to an army of more than 
100,000—-it. is admitted at the 
Greek embassy that the figure is 
higher than it was before the war.

HE more “light” shed on the 
“quickie” recommendation by 
President Truman that we lend 
$250,000,000 to Greece and $150,-

This was in response to an in- 
quiry by Representative Mans- 
field of Montana “if he (Acheson) 
enought the grant of funds, arms 
administrative. help to those 
countries would lead to war.” 

This was an interesting reply to 
a question that must be in the 
mind of every thinking American, 
but to me it was not a reply at 
all. It was a diplomatic circum- 
locution that ignored important 
facts that should have been stat- 
ed frankly so that the Congress 
and the country might draw their 
own conclusions as to the possi- 
bility of eventual war. ä 

Turkey's War Business. 

Acheson did not elaborate on 
what he meant by “strengthening 
the forces of democracy and free- 
Why “decorate a lily and 
scent a rose”? Does he regard 
Turkey as a democracy or as a 
champion of the cause of free- 
dom? Where was Turkey during 
the first world war? And just 
what in the way of aid or com- 
fort did it hold out to the Allies 
when they were;so hard-pressed 
by the Nazi gangsters during the 
second conflict? ä 

While tragedy was threatening 
“democracy and freedom” every- 
where in the world, Turkey 
“black marketed“ its valuable 
chrome, an essential war mate- 
rial, to Hitler. No one will deny 
that modern Turkey is strongly 
nationalistic and wants to live 
unto itself, but it hardly knows 
the meaning of the word “democ- 
racy,” except possibly as an in- 
teresting abstraction. 

‘Perhaps it was King George of 
Greece and his entourage that 
Acheson had in mind when he 
spoke of the “forces of democracy 
and freedom.” High-mindedly the 
State Department seems to think 
of King George as an unimpor-

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Strategic Reasons for Blocking 
Soviet Expansion in Middle East

HE strategic and military necessities that form the background 


of our present policy regarding Greece and Turkey are simple 
They should be widely understood. 


T 


There are two great land masses 
in the world where human beings 
live in large numbers. One of 
these, and much the larger, is 
the so-called World Island — Ru- 
rope, Asia and Africa. The other 
is the twin continent of North 
and South America. 

The world contains roughly 2,- 
150,000,000 inhabitants. Of these, 
about 1.775.000, 000 or about 82 per 
cent live in the World Island. The 
rest, 375,000,000, or about 18.per 
cent, live in North and South 
America, plus the British Isles, 
Australia and the islands of the 
Pacific, including The Nether- 
lands Indies. Thus the _ inhabi- 
tants of the World Island out- 
number all the rest of the world 
by more yore four to one. The 
material resources of thé world 
are distributed in comparable pro- 
portion, varying of course in de- 
tail. 

It is painfully obvious that if 
any one expanding and aggres- 
sive nation were to acquire ef- 
fective control of the whole of the 
World Island, by whatever means, 
it would have in its possession a 
4-t#1 superiority over the com- 
bined peoples of North and South 
America,.the British Isles and 
Australia. With such a superior- 
ity it could, in the end, impose its 
will upon us or at best compel us 
to live constantly under arms and 
fully mobilized for war. 


Key Position Recognized. 


The key position of the World 
Island has long been recognized 
by geopoliticians and by would-be 
world conquerors from Alexander 
the Great down through the cen- 
turies—Tamerlane, Napoleon, Wil- 
liam of Hohenzollern, Hitler, the 
list is a long and bloody one. 

This key position is known as 
the Middle East. For the pur- 
poses of this discussion, it includes 
Greece, Turkey, Syria, the Leba- 
non, Iraq, Iran, Palestine, Trans- 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia, Yemen, 
Egypt and the other African re- 
gions bordering the Red Sea. 

It controls the land bridge be- 
tween Europe and southern Asia, 
and the land bridge between Asia 
and Africa. It likewise controls 
the shortest line of sea communi- 
cations, and the main lines of air 
communication, between Europe 
and southern ia. 

These are the principal trade 
routes of the world, for they con- 
trol the ‘trade between the two 
most concentrated groupings, of 
human beings in the world—the 
500,000,000 people of Europe and 
the 900,000,000 people who live in

the southern and eastern coast- 
lands of Asia (India, China, Bure 
ma, Siam and Indochina). 

Finally, the Middle East con- 
tains what many geologists be- 
lieve to be the world’s largest re- 
maining reserve of ‘petroleum, the 
life-blood of modern industry and 
of modern military machines. 


Power of Expanded Russia. 


It should be clear enough that if ~ 
the Soviet Union were to expand 
bit by bit until it acquired effec- 
tive military and political control 
of the Middle East, it would be 
able to move at will into southern 
Asia or into Africa, and it would 
be able to shut off the flow of 
trade between Europe and south- 
ern Asia save by the long and un- 
economical route around the Cape 
of Good Hope. 

We should remember that ifn 
Communist-type states, all trade, 
all free transactions of commerce 
in our sense of the term, wither 
away. 

But far more important, t the 
Soviet Union came to dominate 
the Middle East it would by that, 
very fact acquire such influefice/ 
and prestige among the people of 
Mediterranean Europe, of Africa . 
and of southern Asia as to be well 
on its way toward complete domi- 
nation of the whole of the World 
Island—and it would have a mi- 
tary position from which it could 
exploit its prestige and exercise 
its pressure to make that domina- 
tion indeed complete. 

Like Alexander, Napoleon or 
twentieth century Germany, thé 
Soviet Union is an expanding land 
power. It seeks to cut off or con- 
tain the influence of sea power 
(and of long-range air power) by 
outflanking it, by interrupting its 
routes and getting po of 
its base areas. The Middle 
ern region is the very center and 
keystone of its hopes in this re- 
gard. 

Importance of Time Factor. 

That is why we must make a 
stand now, in Greece. That is 
why the administration cannot 
permit the Greek and Turkish 
elements of its present proposals 
to be separated, as some Congress- 
men have suggested. That is why 
the character of the’ present 
Gree’ and Turkish |. govern- 
ments has so little real impor- 
tance. That is why the basic 
weakness of Britain, so long the 
guardian of the Middle East 
against expanding Germany or ex-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Words, of course, are very useful. We 
couldn't talk much without them, or 
write much without them. Probably we 
couldn't even think much without them. 


‘But useful as they undoubtedly are, they 


are sometimes as tricky as can be. 
Several people have written books 
about how they often befuddle us. The 
writers on this subject are called “se- 
manticists,” I think. If you are good in 
the science of “semantics” then you're 
supposed to be able to talk and write 
and think a lot better. | 

It is when a word or phrase some- 
how acquires emotional overtones that 
it tricks us the worst. Or so the seman- 
ticists tell us. They say such words al- 
ways pop up in times of social unrest. 
Possibly we have them to plague us 
more or less all the time. 


Nihilists All Crouch. 


When I was a boy, the words 
*“Nihilism” and “Anarchism” were con- 
siderably surcharged. I knew that Nihi- 
lists were all dark complected, had 
whiskers and walked crouched forward 
ready to toss a homemade bomb or 
slash out with a long knife, at a Tsar, 
a King or a Duke, This was bad busi- 
ness. 

At the same time I was learning about 
Nihilists, I would read how the British 
and French people had beheaded their 
rulers from time to time. But that was 
okay, because these killers weren’t “Nihi- 
lists” and weren’t dark complected. 

Right now several words are so emo- 
tionally surcharged that their useful- 


mess must be greatly impaired. I mean 


guch words as Communism, Fascism, So- 
cialism, Capitalism and Democracy. 
Hardly any two people would define any 
one of them exactly the same. 

Some people think of these ideologies, 


pocial systems or whatever you want 


to call them, as something that may be 
net down on a people from somewhere 
above, while I think of them as ways 
and means that come up out of histori- 
eal necessity from the cultural back- 
ground and physical facts that make 
people do what they do. J 


The Slap-Happy Logos. 


So I don’t think we can make Demo- 
crats out of the Greeks and the Turks 
any more than the Russians can make 
Communists out of us—or out of the 
Greeks and the Turks, either, for that 
matter. I say this, and think I know 
what I mean, but nobody else knows, 
because I use some of our slap-happy 
words. 

I heard Walter Lippmann and Kalten- 
born say that all Europe was going So- 
cialist. But I’m not sure that I under- 
stand what they mean. 

I know that Socialism is becoming a 
respectable word, while Communism gets 
more disreputable by the day. The Brit- 
ish say they've gone Socialist, or are go- 
ing so as fast as they possibly can. 

The Russians say they are Communist 
now, but aim to go Socialist as soon as 
possible, and if we'll quit pestering them. 
But so far as I can see the British might 
just as well say they are going Commu- 
nist, except that we've got another hot 
word—Dictatorship—attached to Com- 
tmunism at this time. 

Capitalism is a tolerably warm word 
too, It brings to mind a heavy-paunched, 
overstuffed, insatiable dollar-eater for 
some people, while for others it pictures 
the fair-haired blood-brother of shin- 
ing Democracy. 


Hot Words Don’t Touch. 


Some say that social security, the in- 
come tax and such like are outright So- 
cialism. And who can say that they are 
not? It all depends on what you think 
about the word Socialism. 

A while back in a single day one man 
asked me if I thought we would go Fas- 
cist, and an @our or so later another 
man asked me if I thought we'd go Bo- 
cialist. I answered “Yes” both times. 
And if another had asked me if we would 
go Communist, and if I'd had to answer 
straight yes or no, I would have an- 
ewered yes to that one, too. 

For my own good repute, I should have 
added that we wouldn't go Fascist like 
the Germans, or Socialist like the Brit- 
ish, or Communist like the Russians. 

But emotionally hot words are risky 
to use, For example, if somebody should 
ask me this day if I thought we'd ever 
have a Dictatorship in our country, I'd 
probably say to him, “Why, we've got 
one right now, brother, and have had for 
some time, in respect to our Foreign Af- 


fairs!”

Failure to be vigilant can be charged up to 
others as well—to Gov. Green’s Director of the 


State Department of Mines, Robert M. Medill; | 
to the operators of the coal company, to federal

None of these other failures mitigates in the 
least the responsibilfty which is Gov. Green's. 
On March 3, 1946—more than a year ago—

The dead speak in this letter. They cry from 


behind the debris-closed walls in which many 
of them are still entombed, — 

The dead cry out that they were ignored by 
Gov. Green's State Mine Department. | 

They cry out that the inspector did his duty 
and wrote honest reports.. : 

They cry out that if the laws were ‘not en- 
forced, there would be “a dust explosion at this 
mine just like happened in Kentucky and West 
Virginia.” | 

They cry out that when they finally got an 
official investigating commission it contained 
a boss of the mine and that it would not permit 
the miners to call attention to unsafe conditions. 

They cry out that when the report of the com- 
mission .was at last obtained it “found insuffi- 
cient evidence to revoke the certificate of the 
mine manager and superintendent.” 

They cry out that they sent Gov. Green a copy 
of the inspector’s report, that they asked him 
to check it with the commission's report and 
with the federal mine inspection report of July, 
1945. 

They cry out that they asked the Governor 
to go to the mine and make a personal inspec- 
tion in order to see how unfair his Department 
of Mines was to the miners, how its refusal to do 
its duty had placed their lives in grave. danger. 

They cry out that they were writing to the 
Governor because they did not believe he knew 
how unfair his mining department “is toward 
the men in this mine.” 7 

They cry out that they hoped for “an early 
personal reply from the Governor stating your 
position in regards to the enforcement of the 
state mining law.” 

Yet in the face of a warning like this, Dwight 
H. Green could be so unmoved as to do in ef- 
fect absolutely nothing. Worse than that, he 


could permit his State Mine Department to be- 


come a political tool this month for the collec- 
tion of funds for the Republican mayoral race 


‘in Chicago. For it became a chore of his mine

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Choice for East Side Negroes 


The Negroes who constitute 30 per cent of the 
population of East St. Louis bear a heavy re- 
sponsibility in the city election there next Tues- 
day. The Independent ticket headed by Col. 
Brooks Summers seems assured of better than 
an even break in the white precincts. If the 
corrupt and racket-ridden city; administration, 
which is responsible for some of the worst Negro 
slums in America, is returned to power, the 
Negroes will bear the blame. 

The Negroes must decide whether they prefer 
the crooked policy racket to decent schools; 


whether they prefer the contemptuous, patroniz- 


ing attention of the machine's ward bosses to 
paved streets and playgrounds; whether they 
prefer a score or two of deadhéads on the city 
and the levee board payrolls to such things as 
sewage accommodations, trash and garbage re- 
moval and public health protection.

sons. The money only goes to those who can- 
not work, or to those who must care for them. 
There are just as many crippled, sick or blind. 
unemployables now as in 4937, and their cost of 
living is much higher. : 
Representative J. S. N. Farquhar thinks the 
relief job should be given to local communities, 
not the state. He believes this would reduce 
costs and the number of recipients by one half. 


What it actually would do is to reduce relief, 
or wipe it out.

There are many reasons which explain 
why the Communists have reached their 
present eminence in the labor movement, 
First, and most important perhaps, is the 
fact that they have run for office and pre- 
sented their programs not as Communists 
but as militant trade-unionists, 

It is clear to everyone, including the Com- 
munist party, that if the American rank- 
and-file worker is aware that he is making 


a choice between a Communist and a non- 


Communist, he will : 
choose the non-Com- 
munist almost every 
time. The Commu- 
nists, therefore, with 
very few exceptions, 
have operated under 
some form of dis- 
guise. They have 
frequently presented 
themselves as pro- 
gressives, anti- Fas- 
cists, anti-militarists, 
patriots, internation- a 
al co-operators, and, 8 0 
always, as simple di- H. D. LASSWELL 
rect-actionists whose 

only loyalty is to the workers. 

Their disguise has been made most ef- 
fective by their opponents in and out of 
the labor movement and by opponents of 
trade-unionism. 

There have been so many phony cries of 
“Wolf! Wolf!” when there was no wolf, 
that union members, who must themselves 
do most of the job on Communists if it is 
ever to be done, have an understandable 
ware thd in getting excited about it. 


The One Strong Weapon 


Thus the Communists acquire the inval- 
uable asset of near-immunity from identi- 
fication. With it they work like beavers. 


When they are in opposition to the union 
officialdom, they use every process of de- 
mocracy to embarrass, weaken, and dis- 
credit the leadership. When they are in 
control, they use every device of totalitari- 
anism to suppress all vestiges of opposition, 


The first requisite for fighting Commu- 
nism is facts. As long as the Communist 
party is a legal organization in the United 
States, those who feel that it must be com- 
bated have no stronger weapon than in- 
formation. 

What is called for first is an end of in- 
discriminate Red-baiting, especially in the 
series of congressional committees which 
have sought to make political capital out 
of calling everybody with whose views they 
have disagreed a Communist. 


A Foolproof Technique 


Such haphazard and vicious name-calling, 
raised to the level of persecution by the 
sponsorship of government, has hurt two 
non-Communists for every Communist it 
has affected. But more to the point, it has 
discredited and debased, in the eyes of de- 
cent people, the necessary work of identify- 
ing Communists. 


What is needed is a careful, continuing 
piece of research by a non-political insti- 
tution, the high accuracy and objectivity of 
which is beyond question, During the war, 
Harold D. Lasswell of Yale, and a skilled 
staff of political and propaganda analysts, 


* 


devised foolproof techniques for identify- 
ing every Nazi and Nazi sympathizer who 
was active in the United States. The Lass- 
well techniques, or their equivalents, can be 
adapted to Communist identification. 


Give the anti-Communists within the la- 
bor movement—of whom there are a large 
but mostly futile number—an arsenal of 
provable facts with which to work, and 
the job of fighting Communists can be put 
on an effective basis. 


What is called for next is a democratiza- 
tion of the unions in which the Commu- 
nist leadership suppresses all opposition. 


The American Civil Liberties Union, sen- 
sitive to the rights of individuals, has care- 
fully drafted a bill which would amend the 
Wagner Act to provide for union democ- 
racy. The passage of that measure, or one 
which would achieve the same purpose, 
would be a powerful blow to Communists. 


It is possible to list a large number of 
internal union changes which would react 
against the Communists, Some unions, for 
example, have a constitutional provision 
barring Communists, along with Fascists 
and Ku Klux Klansmen, from holding of- 
fice, But in many cases this has been a 
legalism impossible to implement because 
inconclusive data are inadequate proof. 


Apathy Is Encouraged 


There is one very great contribution 


which employers can make to the elimina- 


tion of Communist influence in the unions, 
It will require a basic change in their at- 
titude toward unionism. 


They have long looked with disfavor— 
and that disfavor has been easily commu- 
nicated to their work force—upon the em- 
ploye who has seemed to take a too active 
interest in unionism. This has encouraged 
the natural apathy in most workers toward 
internal union affairs. Employers must 
recognize the connection between the Com- 
munist problem and their hostile attitude 
toward any active unionist. 


If the growing tide of Communist power 
in the labor movement is to be turned and 
ig it is not to become renascent, the pub- 
lic has two great responsibilities. It must 
first see that the uniqns are not broken by 
hasty, ill-considered legislation passed in a 
mood of hysteria engendered by strikes. 


The Public Obligation 


Only the Communists have the compe 
tence for running conspiratorial organiza- 
tions in America today, and when the la- 
bor movement did come up again from un- 
derground, it would be brought up by them 
as a full-fledged revolutionary vanguard. 


Finally, most important of all, there ex- 
ists the public obligation. which no citi- 
zen can escape, to prevent another depres- 
sion. With their present resources, give 
the Communist national unemployment on 
anything like the scale of the early 308 and 
they will use it to seize more than part of 
the labor movement. 


Nothing that could happen in this coun- 
try or in the world would better serve their 
power drive or the interests of their mas- 
ters in Moscow,

THE MUSEUM OF CHEATS, by Sylvie Townsend Warner, 

{The Viking Press, New York.) 

“The Museum of Cheats” is a volume of 
22 short stories, 11 of which appeared orig- 
inally in the pages of the New Yorker and 
are now sandwiched between yet untried 
stories. All 22 have the New Yorker flavor, 
a peculiar brand of amused contempt for 
that species of the genus homo which pre- 
sumes to call itself sapiens. 

The themes of the stories are as varied 
as the characters are similar. The stuff of 
Miss Warner's writing is that which lends 
itself most easily to sophisticated satire: 
marital infidelity, contemplated murder, in- 
sanity, pseudo-sophistication, and similar 
manifestations of social degeneration. 

Her characters, whether women truck 
drivers or the idle well-to-do, follow set 
patterns: the women are generally callow, 
scheming, soulless; the men are weak, 
pointiess, and apparently impotent. The 22 
stories present a distressing cross-section 
of a deteriorating civilization. 

Granted the static mental set of the au- 
thor and its reflection in her attitude toward 
her characters, there is remarkable variety 
in her treatment. The title story is a fan- 
tasy whose subject matter covers 300 years; 
“The Pigeon” is a swiftly drawn character 
sketch whose slight action is ended in 15 
minutes; “Story of a Patron,” a delightful 
reflection on modern art criticism, is in 
the now old-fashioned tradition of the story 
with the surprise ending. Under one of 
these three classifications nearly all of the 
stories could well be placed. 

Although Miss Warner does not draw her 
characters with a kind hand, she invariably 
draws them well. There is the divorce 
lawyer with much more honest decency 
than the woman seeking a divorce, the 
clerk who accepts as personal popularity 
the customer’s desire for the product she 
sells, the mother who thinks more of her 
own reputation than of her daughter's 
health and happiness, and the endless pro- 
cession of people who seem able to think 
only in terms of their own egos. 

These Miss Warner catches with her deft 
and quietly cruel lines, leading the reader 
to love her characters out of the sympathy 
that comes from recognition of our own 
weaknesses in them.

The Old and the New 


DAVID AND AN * by Robert Payne. (Dodd, Mead 


Co., New York. 


Robert Payne's fourth book is a novel of, 


singular interest, His first and best-selling 
book, “Forever China,” was a sweeping 
study of Chinese culture and history. This 
was followed by “Torrents of Spring,” a 
first novel woven around the lives of early 
Chinese revolutionaries. His third, written 
in collaboration with a Chinese scholar, was 
an abortive biography, “Sun-Yat-sen: A 
Portrait,” with a pronounced Kuomintang 
slant, leading one to believe that Payne is 
a poet, but no great master at political per- 
ception. 

His fourth book and second novel again 
exhibits the clean poetic talent that already 
marks all his work. “David and Anna” is 
the story of the first seven years in the 
married life of David, a young English 
rubber planter in Malaya, and his Eura- 
sian wife, Anna. Thus the old problems of 
blending an ancient and a new culture is 
the focus of the story. 

However rich is the reading of the book, 
Payne sometimes wanders so far in his 
flights of language, that his ambitious 
theme remains largely unfulfilled. The best 
single scene tells of a fight between David 
and a killer tiger. The best character is 
Anna's past-steeped father, whose admira- 
tion for once-glorious Malaya causes him 
to say: “The present is evil.” Anna herself 
is must less distinctly drawn than the oth- 
er characters, RALPH PETERSON, *

N our dealings with the Soviets it is now most necessary to 
crystallize out of the general conflict a program of definite ob- 
It is, I believe, possible to do that. These objectives will 


be unpalatable to the Soviet Government. But if they are sufficiently 


concrete, there is reason to think 


that they will reduce rather than 


aggravate the embittered division of mankind. To substitute specific 
aims for vague hostility is the statesman’s business in a time of 


trouble and danger. 


For that reason we need to go 
beyond the so-called Truman doc- 
trine, whjch challenges the Soviet 
Union generally without ever nam- 
ing. it or saying 
what we want. 

As the doctrine | 

stands today, it 

would be im- 

possible to tell | 

whether or not 

Stalin had Vield- | 

ed to Truman, 

and Mr. Truman 

would not on => 

the basis of his 
message know 
what to ask of * 
Stalin if he were 

in a position to V. M. Molotov. 
dictate the terms of a settlement. 

If the Soviet Union came for- 
ward with an unconditional 
diplomatic surrender, we should 
be as bewildered as we have been 
after the unconditional surrender 
of Germany. 

We regard the Soviet Union as 
an expanding power. We believe 
it must be allowed to expand no 
farther. We believe, on the con- 
trary, that there can be no peace 
until it contracts. 

Our immediate object is to con- 
tain, and then to reduce the area 
of Soviet military power, 


A Debatable Question. 


„ 

But as a practical matter we 
sheuld distinguish between Com- 
munism supported by the presence 
of the Red Army and Communism 
which, though it be inspired, di- 
rected, and even financed from 
Moscow, is not under the aegis of 
the Red Army. 

In Turkey the Soviet claims at 
the Dardanelles and in the east- 
ern provinces would, if conceded, 
bring Turkey under the domina- 
tion of the Red Army. These 
claims, we have decided to oppose. 

We are doing this by sending 
an American naval task force (o 
Turkish waters, and we are pro- 
posing also to subsidize the Turk- 
ish Army. Whether the military 
subsidy is necessary and wise is 
debatable, so it seems to me. 


The question is whether the 
show of American force would not 
achieve our object, without keep- 
ing the Turks over-mobilized in- 
definitely, if we informed the 
Soviet Government frankly that 
we mean to guarantee the terri- 
torial integrity and independence 
of Turkey, and that we intend to 
continue this guaranty until a 
full settlement of Turkish-Soviet 
differences had been negotiated. 
In Greece there is pressure from 

the Soviet satellites in the Balkans 
which, if successful, would mean 
the loss of Macedonia. 

We should serve notice in Eel- 
grade and Sofia and in Moscow 
that any attempt to take advan- 
tage of the weakness of Greece 


will be an unfriendly act, and that 
* 


the selzure of power in Greece by 
a Greek Tito would be followed by 
military measures, such as block- 
ade and the severance of the Pelo- 
ponnesus and the Greek (islands 
from the control of such a Greek 
government. 


Other Objectives. 


Within the framework of these 

strong guaranties, we should then 
have liberty of action to insist 
that the Greek civil strife be set- 
tled by political means and not by 
civil war, Having taken a bold 
stand internationally, we. could 
proceed with great caution before 
we entangled ourselves as parti- 
sans in the Greek civil war. 
In Central Europe our object is 
to reduce the area of S wiet mili- 
tary power, That means the evac- 
uation of Austria, Hungary, Ro- 
mania by the Red Army. After 
that the position of the Commu- 
nist parties will not be artifically 
strong. They will still be strong, 
but not nearly so strong as if the 
Red Army garrisons were there. 

This will not produce “democ- 
racy” in eastern Europe. That may 
take quite a while. But it wiil 
greatly reduce the direct pressure 
of Soviet imperialism. 


In Germany our object is to 
obtain a German political system 
which will prevent Germany from 
becoming afin the greatest power 
on the Continent, If it does be- 
come that, it will conspire with 
the East against the West and 
with the West against the East. 

For that reason we must oppose 
Mr, Molotov’s proposals for the 
revival of a centrally governed 
Germany. Only a genuinely de- 
centralized Germany cannot be 
dominated by Russia or by the 
United States, or by any German 
national party. That is why we 
must insist upon decentralization. 


To Sum Up. 


These are definite objectives. A 
guaranty to Turkey until a treaty 
is ratified covering all Soviet- 
Turkish disputes, A guaranty 
to Greece against dismemberment 
in Macedonia. A direct warni 
to the Balkans, to Moscow and to 
the Greek Communists that the 
seizure of power in Greece will 
evoke military counter-measures. 
The evacuation of the eastern Eu- 
ropean countries by the Red 
Army. A German constitution 
which distributes German sov- 
ereignty among the German states. 

Then a negotiation for the eco- 
nomic reconstruction of Europe 
as a whole and of the devastated 
regions of Russia. 

These are proximate and definite 
objectives, difficult to realize but 
not unrealizable. They would con- 
stitute a good working American 
policy for the present and for the 
near future,

A little tact mfght have pre- 
vented this phase of the argument. 
In early conferences on the pro- 
posal, Senator Vandenberg argued 
that we could do two things:

Those steps, it seems to me, 
should have been taken. We 
would now be on sounder ground. 

But when it comes to giving the 
U.N. the cold shoulder, it would 
be well to look at the record be- 
fore too much blame is heaped on 
the United States. The record 
shows that the Soviet Union has 
ignored or turned down most of | 
the U.N.’s specialized agencies. 
These are the agencies intended 
to implement the decisions taken 
in the U. N. assembly and the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council. This, 
briefly, is the record: 


A Look at the Record. 


World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund: Russia accepted 
invitation to Bretton Woods con- 
ference in 1944 and took active 
part. In reply to a question 
whether she intended to become a 
member of the fund, Russia re- 
plied the following year that the 
decision was under consideration. 
Through 1946 a place was left open 
for the Soviet Union and, in Au- 
gust of that year, Moscow was 
asked whether or not a, Russian 
delegate would like to sit in on the 
board meetings as an observer. 
No reply was received. 

United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion: While Russia originally 
agreed to discuss such an organi- 
zation, she turned down an invi- 
tation to attend a conference 
called to implement it. When the 
executive committee was set up, 
a place was left for the U.S. S. R. 
Last July the committee met, with 
Russia not present. An agreement 
between U.N. and UNESCO was 
ratified last December, with the 
Soviets not voting. 

Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion: Russia attended original 
conference at Hot Springs and ap- 
proved the plan of organization. 
By May of 1945, 22 countries had 
accepted. In October of that year,

International Civil Aeronautics 
Organization: A seat was held for 
Russia but, in spite of repeated 
coaxing, the Soviets declined. 


International Labor Organiza- 
tion: Russia was at one point 
listed as a member of this League 
of Nations inheritance but with- 
drew in 1940. The U.S. S. R. was 
invited to conference in Paris but 
declined. 


No Success. 


International Refugee Organiza- 
zation: Russia voted against con- 
stituting IRO when the constitu- 
tion was adopted by the General 
Assembly. Soviets have taken 
stand, vigorously opposed by Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt as a United 
States delegate, that refugees 
should be compelled to return to 
the nations of their origin. 

World Health Organization: As 
in the case of several other of 
the specialized agencies, Soviet 
delegates took part in drafting the 
charter in June of 1946 and have 
attended meetings of an interim 
commission. But if and when 
WHO is ratified, it will be the 
first specialized agency Russia has 
joined. 


As the record shows, repeated 
efforts were made without success 
to draw the Soviet Union into this 
specialized work of the U.N. Sov- 
let refusal to join in has held up 
U.N. work on several fronts, 


Mr. Acheson’s Reply. 


Acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson was asked why he did 
not continue to support UNRRA, 
the U.N. relief organization whic 
might then have been used to ai 
Greece.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27— 
The biennial drive to gain passage 
by the Missouri Legislature of the 
so-called fair trade or minimum 
price-fixing bill, was resumed last 
night in a hearing before the 
House Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence. 

The committee, after listening 
to a parade of witnesses who urged 
passage of the bill to prevent price 
cutting in the sale of commodities 
bearing a distinguishing trade- 
mark, brand or name, delayed ac- 
tion on the bill yntil a later meet- 
ing. 

Proponents of the bill were in 
control at the hearing, and no op- 
ponents appeared when Chairman 
Charles A, Witte asked if anyone 
desored to oppose the Dill. 

Purpose of Bill. 

The bill is designed to enable 
manufacturers and distributors of 
trademark product to enter into 
contracts with dealers, fixing a 
minimum price below which the

Such measures have failed of 
passage in several recent sessions 
ot the Legislature, but usually 
have got through the House, 

The bill would exempt the pro- 
posed contracts fixing minimum 
sale prices from existing Missouri 
laws such as the Anti-Trust Act. 
In setting up the minimum price 
plan, the bill would define any 
advertising, offering for sale, or 
sale of a commodity at less than 
the price stipulated in the mini- 
mum price contract as “unfair 
competition” and “actionable at 
the suit of any person damaged 
thereby.” 

This provision on “unfair com- 
petition” would be applicable to 
any person advertising, offering 
for sale or selling a commodity 
at less than the contract minimum 
price, irrespective of whether that 
person was or was not a party to 
the contract. 

Drug Stores for Bill. 

O. R. Sutton of Jefferson City, 
executive secretary of the Missouri 
Pharmaceutical Association, told 
the committee the bill was in- 
tended to put an end to “preda- 
tory” price cutting in sale of na- 


tionally advertised trade-marked 


products. He said his association 
represented 2200 Missouri drug 
stores which desired passage of 
the bill. 

Sutton denfed the bill would re- 
sult in increased prices, 

Randall R. Kitt of Chillicothe, 
attorney for the Pharmaceutical 
Association and former House 
member, said the bill was permis- 
sive and did not require price con- 
tracts. He said all states except 
Missouri, Texas and Vermont had 
enacted similar laws and that 
such acts had been upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court. He 
denied the bill would stifle com- 


| petition. 


Numerous representatives of or- 
ganizations of grocers, hardware, 
automotive, liquor and other re- 
tallers and business groups ap- 
peared briefly to urge a favorable 
report on the bill.

January and mid-February and 
were 2.9 per cent below the mid- 
November record high of 187.7.

Women's clothing advanced 
sharply between mid-January and 


mid-February. Higher prices were 


reported for cotton house dresses, 
rayon dresses, hosiery and under- 
garments.

House Furnishings Up. 

House furnishings increased .6 
per cent between mid-January and 
mid-February, Washing machines, 
gas stoves and floor coverings 
continued their rise, Higher prices 
for gasoline, newspapers, motion 
picture admissions and beauty 
shop services helped to boost 
prices in the miscellaneous goods 
and services group .1 per cent. 

The rent index, based on rent 
changes in six cities, increased .1 
per cent to 108.9 on Feb. 15, Rents 
advanced .3 per cent in Memphis 
and New Orleans, and .4 per cent 
in Washington since last Septem- 
ber.

Republican City Committee head- 
quarters in the Title Guaranty 
Building were turned into a class- 
room yesterday and committee 
men and women attended for ex- 
plicit instructions as to how the 
daylight saving time ballot should 
be. marked in the election next 
Tuesday. 

Fred J. Hoffmeister, chairman 
of the Citizens’ Committee to Op- 
pose the Repeal of Daylight Sav- 
ing Time, acted as “professor” at 
the invitation of George W. Hart- 
man, chairman of the City Com- 
mittee. Purpose of the meeting 
was to impress upon the commit- 
tee members that, if daylight sav- 
ing time is to be retained, the 
voters must be impressed with 
the necessity of scratching “Yes” 
on the ballot. 

“The actual marking of the 
ballot is what you are going to 
be flooded with questions about,” 
Hoffmeister told his “students.” 
“The natural reaction of people is 


to say ‘Yes’ when they are int 


favor of something. This is where 
it is important to stress the fact 
that those who want to keep day- 
light saving must vote ‘No’ by 
scratching out the ‘Yes.’ 

“Knowing how the majority of 
the people feel about this issue, 
I believe they will keep daylight 
saving time, if they know how to 
mark their ballots properly.“ 

Ballot Reproduction. 

Hoffmeister set up a large re- 
production of the ballot and ex- 
plained the procedure to be fol- 
lowed in marking it. 

Committee members posed ques- 


ing, said they were 


tions, which they expected voters 
to ask at the polls, such as: “I 
thought we already had daylight 
saving time. Why are we voting 
on it again?” or, “Does this mean 
we are voting on daylight saving 
all year around?” or, “How come 
I have to vote ‘No’ when I am 
in favor of daylight saving time?” 

Hoffmeister repeatedly pointed 
out that the proposal being sub- 
mitted on, the ballot is not an 
ordinance for daylight saving 
time, but one to repeal it. He 
also called attention to the fact 
that the present law provides for 
daylight saving time only from 
the last Sunday of April to the 
last Sunday of September. 

Poll of Committee Members. 


A majority of the City Commit- 
tee members, polled at the meet- 
in favor of 
retention of daylight saving time. 
The committeewomen showed 
more active interest in the matter 
than did the committeemen. 


Mrs. Maude Bohnenkamp of the 


First ‘Ward commented that, “It 
looks like just about all the voters 
are in favor of keeping daylight 
saving time, I am, too.” Mrs. 
Nels Anderson of the Seventh 
Ward said she favored the earlier 
time, “because it keeps down ju- 
venile delinquency.” 

Other committee members also 
voiced their approval of retaining 
daylight saving time for various 
reasons such as that it gives 
working people more time for 
outdoor recreation and other ac- 
tivities.

Reductions will be made individually on prod- 
ucts. Some will be cut more than others. Exact 
details will be announced as soon as possible. 


Our ability to maintain this lower level of 
prices will depend in part on what happens to 
the prices and flow of materials that we buy 


from others. Because we believe price reduction 
is vital, we are willing to assume the risks that 
are involved. 

These benefits to customers will depend, too, 
on uninterrupted production at reasonable wage 
levels. This is not a program that can be carried 
out if it is hampered by strikes or work stoppages. 

Our employes have had substantial increases 
in pay, and wage questions are currently being 
discussed with many of the unions with which 
we deal. Stockholders have recently had an in- 
crease in dividend rate. Having considered the 
interests of these two groups, we are now mak- 
ing these price reductions for the benefit of the 
third group—our customers. 

Business, to our way of thinking, has a social 
as well as an economic responsibility. This con- 
pany has long followed the policy of operating 
in the interests of three groups—its customers, 
its employes and its stockholders. The duty of 
the management is to see that equal justice is 
done as between the three groups. 

This price reduction program is another dem- 
onstration of our policy in action.

Nations Association. I find that 
these young people are thinking 
not only about international but 
about national questions. 


I was asked about the Presi- 


dent’s Executive order to prevent’ 


disloyal employes from working 
for the Government. I was asked 
also about the proposals, which 
are comnig up in several parts of 
the country, for outlawing the 
Communist party. I was asked 
whether I thought it was neces- 
sary to e these steps. 
fore I’ve decided to write today on 
the feeling I have about all repres- 
sive measures. 


-To me such measures always 
are a sign of lack of confidence 
in ourselves. If we were sure that 
our citizens understood the value 


of democracy and were clear in 


their minds on the subject, I 
doubt if we would need such an 
investigation as the President has 
ordered. It would be quite easy 
to eliminate from the Govern- 
ment, by the usual legal processes, 
anyone who was proved to be dis- 
loyal. Naturally, any order of 
this carries a certain amount of 
danger with it, in that it may be 
possible to misuse its provisions. 
If a wave of hysteria hits us, there

in outlawing the Communist party 
is that we would set a precedent 
which might work against any 
change or difference of opinion 
in the future.

I DO NOT KNOW why we are 
so prone to fears at the present 
time. Some people afe so afraid 
of Russia that they are suggest- 
ing that perhaps, since we cannot 
hope always to be the only nation 
possessing the atom bomb, we 
should use it fairly soon to wipe 
out all opposition. That sounds 
ludricous, but it has actually been 
said to me be some people. 

Others fear that we cannot 
manage our economy so as to 
avoid a major depression.

All of these attitudes are atti.

Hitler's Gang in Suicide Rehearsal 


~ Everyone Looks to His Poison as Allied Bombardment Pounds In on Chancellery

T seemed to Fraulein Reitsch 
[nat Eva Braun, Hitier’s “girl 
friend,” remained studiously 
true to her position as the “show- 
piece” in the fuehrer’s circle. Most 
of her time was occupied in finger- 
nail polishing, changing clothes 
for each hour of the day, and 
other little feminine tasks of 
„ combing and polishing. 

She seemed to take the pros- 
pects of | with the fuehrer 
matter-of-factly. Had she not se- 
riously threatened suicide when 
Hitler once wanted to be rid of 
her? This would be a much easier 
way to die and much more proper. 
Her constant remark was, “Poor, 
poor Adolf, deserted by everyone, 
betrayed by all. Better that 10,000 
others die than that he be lost to 


In Hitler's presence she was 
always charming, and thoughtful 
of his every comfort. But the mo- 
ment he was out of ear-shot she 
would rave about all the ungrate- 
ful swine who had deserted their 
fuehrer, All her remarks had an 
adolescent tinge and it appeared 
that the only “good” Germans at 
the moment were those who were 
caught in the bunker and that all 
the others were traitors because 
“ete § were not there to die with 


Fraulein. Reitsch emphasizes 
that Eva Braun, while of rather 
shallow mentality, was a very 
beautiful woman. Beyond fulfill- 
ing her purpose, Hanna considers 
it michl unlikely that Braun had 
any control or influence over Hit- 
er 

The rumor of the last-minute 
marriage ceremony Fraulein 
Reitsch considers as highly unlike- 
ly, not only because she believes 
that Hitler had no such intention 
but also because the circum- 
stances in the bunker on the last 
days would have made such a 
ceremony ludicrous. Up to the 
time Fraulein Reitsch left the 
bunker, hardly a day before Hit- 
ler’s death was announced, there 
had not been the slightest mention 
of such a ceremony. 

The rumor that there had been 
children out of the union is dis- 
missed by Reitsch as fantastic. 

Martin Bormann moved about 
very little, keeping very close to 
his writing desk. He was “record- 
ing the momentous events in the 
bunker for posterity.” Every 
word, every action, went down on 
his paper. Often he would visit 
this person or that to demand 
scowlingly what the exact remark 
had been that passed between the 
feuhrer .and the person he had 
just had an audience with. This 
document was to be spirited out 
of the bunker at the very last 
moment so that, according to the 
modest Bormann, it could “take

its place among the greatest chap- 
ters of German history.” 

Throughout Hanna’s stay in the 
bunker, Hitler’s manner and phys- 
ical condition sank to lower and 
lower depths. At first he seemed 
to be playing the proper part of 
leading the defense of Germany 
and Berlin, which was in some 
manner possible as communica- 
tions were still quite reliable. 
Messages were telephoned to a 
flak tower and from there were 
radioed out by means of a porta- 
ble, balloon-suspended aerial. 

But each day this was more 
difficult until late on the after- 
noon of April 28 communications 
became almost impossible. 

On about April 20, at what was 


probably the test Hitler war coun- 
cil in the reichschancellery, the 
fuehrer is said to have been s0 
overcome by the hopeless news 
that he completely broke down 
— the presence of all the gather- 
ng.

HEN he became overly excited 
W.. would snatch the map from 
where it lay, pace with a 
quick, neryous stride about the 
room, and loudly “direct” the 
city’s defense with armies that no 
longer existed. 
The possibility that Hitler 
might have gotten out of the 
bunker alive, Fraulein Reitsch , 
dismisses as completely absurd. 


She claims she is convinced that 
the Hitler she left in the shelter 
was physically unable to have 
gotten away. “Had a path been 
cleared for him from the bunker 
to freedom he would not have 
had the strength to use it,” she 
says. 

She believes, too, that at the 
very end he had no intention to 
live, that only the Wenck hope 
stayed his hand from putting the 
mass sucide plan into operation. 

It is apparent from Fraulein 
Reitsch’s conversation that she 
held the Fuehrer in high esteem. 
But she says her “good” opinion 
suffered considerably during the 
closing stages of the war. She 
describes the apparent mismanage- 


> 


ment she observed and learned of 
in the bunker. 

For instance, Berlin had been 
depleted of arms to hold the Oder. 
When that line fell, it appeared 
that no coherent defense plan of 
Berlin had been prepared. Cer- 
tainly adequate arrangements had 
not been made to direct the de- 
fense from the bunker. 

Unknown to Hitler, Gen. 

Wenck’s army had been de- 
stroyed days before. The fuehrer 
was sitting helplessly in his cel- 
lar, impotently playing at his 

table-top war. 

On the night of April 27-28 the 
Russian bombardment of the chan- 


cellery reached the highest pitch 


it had yet attained. The accuracy, 


i 


to those in the shelter below, was 
astounding. It seemed as if each 
shell landed in exactly the same 
place as the one before, all dead- 
— on the chancellery build- 
ngs. 

This indicated that the Russian 
ground troops might over-run the 
area at any moment, and another 
suicide council was called by the 
fuehrer. All plans for the destruc- 
tion of the bodies of everyone in 
the shelter were gone over again. 

The decision was that as soon 
as the Russians reached the 
chancellery grounds, the mass 
suicide would begin. Last in 
struétions were given as to the 
use of the poison vials. 

Fraulein Reitsch still had hers 
in her possession when she was 
interviewed Oct. 8, 1945, at Sal- 


burg.

HE group was as if hynotized 
with the suicide rehearsal, and 
there was a general discus- 
ion of the manner in which the 
most thorough destruction of the 
human body could be performed. 

Closing the discussions on the 
destruction of the bodies, there 
was talk that SS men would be 
assigned to see that no trace re- 
mained, 

Throughout the day of April 28 
the intensity of the Russian fire 
continued. Then on April 29 fell 
the greatest blow of all. A tele- 
gram arrived which indicated that 
the staunch and trusted Himmler 
— joined Goering on the traitor 
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It was like a death blow to the 
entire assembly. Fraulein Reitsch - 
said that men and women alike 
cried and screamed with rage, fear 


and desperation. 


The telegram said that Himm- 
ler had gotten in touch with 
British and American authorities 
through Sweden to propose a 
capitulation to the San Francisco 
conference. 

Hitler raged like a mad man. 
His color rose to a heated red 
and his face was virtually un- 
recognizable. Additional evidence 
of Himmler’s “treachery” was 
that he had asked not to be iden- 
tified with the capitulation propo- 
sails; American authorities were 
said to have abided by this re 
quest, but the British did not. 

After the lengthy outburst, Hit- 
ler sank into a stupor and for a 
time the entire bunker was silent. 

Later came the anti-climactic 
news that the Russians would try 
to over-run the chancellery on the 
morning of April 30. Small-arms 
fire was already beginning to 
sprinkle the area above the shel- 
ter. Ground reports indicated that 
the Russians were nearing the 
Potsdamer Platz, and were loos 
ing thousands of men as they fa- 
natically prepared the positions 
from which the attack of the next 
morning was to be launched.

“Passive Resistance” 


HE resistance manifested in 
the world today by subject peo- 
ples and others can hardly be 
called passive, but it may be re- 
sponsible for the coincidence of 
two inquiries as to how the saying 
originated. 
In the minds of most people, 
“passive resistance” is associated 
with the non-violence campaigns 


which in former years served the 

purposes of the famous “Mahatma 
Gandi in his struggle for inde- 
pendence for India from Britain.
